One of the thrills of cataloging is being able to research and handle some of the finest collections of historically 
interesting numismatic series. Just in the last decade, we have handled the finest or one of the finest 
collections of Bechtler Coinage, U.S. Assay Office $50 Gold, Lesher Dollars, Alaskan/American Currency, 
Hawaiian Currency, Treasury Notes of the War of 1812, Federal Reserve and Federal Reserve Bank Notes, Encased 
Postage Stamps, California Fractional Pioneer Gold, Hart's Coins of the Golden West, Flying Eagle Cent Patterns, 
Primitive Money, and even Japanese Fantasy & Provincial Issues. 


This sale is certainly in that category. All 375 Colonial notes in our two sales were purchased from the John J 
Ford finest-ever colonial currency collection sold by Stack’s Inc. out of five different auctions from May 2004 until 
March 2007. Expert cataloger Bruce Hagen spent hundreds of hours researching and superbly presenting these 
notes for Stacks. These notes have now been independently graded by PCGS Banknote, and our erstwhile expert 
cataloger, Frank Van Valen has skillfully modified and edited the original listings. 


Mr. Ford began assembling his collection of early American money in the 1940s. They are examples of the types 
of money printed in the colonies in the mid-1700s and used by the public for daily commerce or to pay soldiers 
fighting in the Revolutionary War. A great many of the Ford notes, especially the exceedingly rare pre-1760 notes 
were imaged in 1967 for the standard reference work, The Early Paper Money of America by numismatic scholar 
and collector, Eric P. Newman. These “plate notes” typically represent the finest quality specimens known for a 
particular variety. 


Fully 59 of the notes being offered throughout the sales are Newman catalog plate notes. All 13 
Original Colonies and Georgia along with a few private scrip notes are represented. 


Part 1 offers 145 lots alphabetically arranged by Colonies including Connecticut, Delaware, Georgia, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, and New Jersey. Highlights include exceedingly rare Newman plate notes 
including a Connecticut July 12, 1709, 3 shilling (s), a Georgia March 25,1763 1 pound, a New Jersey March 
25,1724 6s, and a New Hampshire April 3,1755, 10s, or 2/3 of a dollar. An incredible finest known Newman 
plated Massachusetts October 18,1776 $5 printed by Paul Revere and John Gill in PCGS AU55 will no doubt be 
the highlight of the entire sale. 

Also offered in Part 1 are a dozen of the immensely popular Paul Revere printed Massachusetts November 17, 
1776, “Sword in Hand” notes including the MA-248 16s PCGS AUS55 details (Newman Plate). These notes 
depict a colonial era man holding a sword in one hand and a copy of the Magna Carta in the other. Also 
offerred are scores of the New Jersey notes printed with the warning, “To Counterfeit is Death.” 

Part 2 includes notes fram New York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, South Carolina, Vermont, and 
Virginia. Highlights include Newman plate specimens of a New York July 20,1711 4s and a high-grade Rhode 
Island February 2, 1741/42, 6 pence note. A unique Rhode Island August 16, 1710, 2s note and the much-in- 
demand Vermont February 1781, 40s, notes will no doubt be the stars of this sale.

THE IMPORTANCE OF A No ReseRVE AUCTION 


For most numismatists, collecting is a passion. It is challenging, fun and educational. Making a profit is usually 
not our primary incentive. But, of course almost all of us want to do financially well for our families if not 
ourselves. After all, this can be an expensive hobby. Getting the most for your collection is certainly a factor in 
determining which firm you will work with to market and sell your collection. 


Today most auction houses (not just in numismatics) are willing to protect their consignors’ lots by placing a 
minimum reserve on selected items so those lots will not sell for what they believe to be “too little”. This is 
especially true for coin dealers whose primary focus is to make a profit or at least to avoid losing money on a 
coin or bank note. This is perfectly reasonable. By setting a reserve, the consignor is not gambling that the item 
will go for too little or that he would have to buy it back and in doing so, not having access to the coin and even 
having to pay a fee to compensate the auction house. 


The down side of reserves, however, is that a consignor often ends up not selling a number of coins and has to 
go through the time and trouble of attempting to sell it again. And for the professional, besides the buy-back 
costs mentioned above, there is also the taint of owning a coin with a no sale auction record. 


We have noticed a number of lots being reserved in auctions today which is also frustrating to potential buyers. 
Collectors and dealers alike want to know that they at least "have a shot” at buying a lot cheap. Why waste 
hours looking through scores, if not hundreds of lots if you can't get a bargain? 


Kagin’s has chosen to make this sale unreserved. We want to encourage everyone to participate knowing 
everything will sell. Of course that doesn’t insure everyone will be awarded a lot or that the one you desire will 
go cheap. Consignors are not barred from bidding successfully on their material as long as they pay 
the buyer’s premium. Many lots, especially ones that have not been on the market for some time, will bring 
much more than our estimates. But that is why auctions are often the best way to sell special and rare coins and 
currency—they can often bring record prices! 


AN EXPLANATION Agout Our EstiMATES 


Kagin’s has had a long tradition for providing most lots with estimates of values as a way of educating and 
assisting collectors. Today accessing values is far easier electronically through internet searches and from auction 
records, than even a couple of decade ago. But we also are sensitive to these site's limitations, viz: many 
potential bidders simply do not use the internet, or may not have access to this information. 


Additionally, it is difficult to find meaningful current values for non- mainstream coins and currency like Colonial 
Currency, especially for the early pre-1760 excessively rare and unique specimens which do not appear in 
auctions or for sale for decades. So, for this sale we have included the prices that these notes realized in the 
previous Stacks sales of the John J. Ford Collection sold between May 2004 and March 2007 as a reference. 


Bidding will start at 5% above the second highest mail/electronic bid prior to the live on-line auction. In the case 
of no bids, we will typically start the bidding at half the previous Stacks prices realized. 


We also want to encourage bidders to use professional numismatists who specialize in Colonial Currency and in 
representing bidders (a list can be found on the Professional Numismatists Guild, PNGDealers.org, and perhaps 
on the ANA websites, money.org.) who will also advise you what to pay for a particular item based on your 
particular circumstances. Kagin’s own currency specialists, Meredith Hilton and Dr. Donald Kagin, will also 
provide this service at no cost.

1. Auction Company. This public auction is being presented by Kagin’s Auctions, a division of Kagin’s, Inc. (“KA”) 


2. Binding Effect of Terms and Conditions. These Terms and Conditions are legally binding on anyone that registers 
to bid, or actually does bid, at a KA auction. They define the relationship between bidders and KA before, during and after 
the auction, and limit KA‘ liability to bidders. 


3. Consignors and Reserves. This catalog contains descriptions of property belonging to many persons known as 
consignors. KA is not required to divulge to prospective bidders the identity of any consignor, except as provided by these 
Terms and Conditions. KA‘s relationship with a consignor is governed by a separate Consignment Contract, the terms of 
which KA is not required to disclose to prospective bidders. The Consignment Contract may permit a consignor to bid on his 
or her own lots and pay commissions if successful. If a consignor bids from the floor for his or her own lots, KA may so note 
to all present. KA reserves the right to omit from its published prices realized the purchase prices of items re-purchased by 
their consignor(s). 


4. Who Can and Cannot Bid. Persons may bid at a KA auction in person, by an agent or employee, by telephone 

of fax, or by mail, provided that they obtain a catalog and complete either a registration card (if bidding in person) or the 
bid sheet contained in the catalog (if bidding by other method). KA reserves the right to reject bids frorn any person in its 
sole discretion. In particular, KA will not accept bids from corporate bidders unless an officer, director or principal of the 
corporation agrees in writing to personally guarantee payment. Likewise, bids will be accepted from persons under age 

18 only if a parent or legal guardian agrees in writing to accept these Terms and Conditions and be responsible for any 
purchases by the bidder. In addition, KA may require bidders without established credit with KA to furnish satisfactory 
credit references or deposit such amount as KA may require in its sole and absolute discretion before bidding. Such deposits 
will be applied to purchases and unused portions returned after the auction. Finally, for the protection of mail bidders no 
“unlimited” or “buy” bids will be accepted. 


5. Conflicts of Interest. KA, its principals, and affiliated or related companies and their employees, officers or 
principals may either consign to, or bid at, an KA auction and pay commissions. In addition, these persons or entities may 
loan or advance funds to consignors and/or prospective bidders, and may thereby acquire interests in items sold at a KA 
auction. To the extent that actual or apparent conflicts of interest are created by such situations, bidders consent to such 
conflicts. 


6. Disclaimer of Representations or Warranties from KA. The descriptions of items in this catalog are qualified 
statements of good faith opinion and not warranties. KA relies on the opinions of leading third party certification services, 
and supplies information relating to certified items only for the convenience of mail, telephone and fax bidders. Floor 
bidders are deemed to have viewed the lots they bid upon. The attributes of particular items may have a material impact 
on their value, and bidders assume all risk of differing opinions thereof. No employee or agent of KA is authorized to make 
any representations or warranties regarding the characteristics of items sold by KA or the correctness of catalog descriptions, 
and KA DISCLAIMS ANY WARRANTY, EXPRESS OR IMPLIED, AS TO THE MERCHANTABILITY, FITNESS OR CONDITION OF 
ITEMS BEING SOLD. 


7. Title. KA relies on representations and warranties from its consignors that the consignors own the items consigned and 
are legally entitled to sell those items. Bidders are entitled to rely on those same representations and warranties in making 
their purchases, but are encouraged to make their own investigations in case of doubt 


8. Viewing. KA allows potential bidders to examine items to be auctioned at KA’s, by special appointment. 


9. Bidding at Auction. The auction shall take place at the time set forth in this catalog, or at some other time, in its 
sole discretion. Lots will be offered in number sequence within each auction session, subject to KA's right to withdraw 
any lot at any time. Only entire lots will be offered. Bidding will open at an amount set by the auctioneer in his or her 
sole discretion (including by reducing a mail bid to a level the auctioneer deems appropriate), and will continue at such 
increments as the auctioneer directs until the auctioneer declares the lot sold. The auctioneer may accept or decline any 
bid in his sole discretion, and where more than one identical bid is received for an item, the auctioneer may prefer the 
first bid received and may prefer a mail bid over an identical floor bid. In case of any disputes regarding the existence or 
amount of bids the auctioneer may rescind the sale of that lot and re-sell it, or otherwise direct disposition of the lot in his 
sole discretion.

10. Buyer’s Commission and Taxes. THE PURCHASE PRICE FOR ALL LOTS INCLUDES THE SUCCESSFUL BID PLUS A 
BUYER'S COMMISSION OF 23%, except as otherwise provided by written agreement between a bidder and KA. There 
is an automatic 3% discount from Buyer's Commission when invoices are paid by cash, wire or check making Buyer's 
Commission only 20%. Otherwise, the standard 23% Buyer’s Commission applies. Bidders acknowledge that they are 
responsible for all sales, use or other taxes applicable to their purchases, and for any interest or penalty related to unpaid 
tax, regardless of whether KA collected such taxes at the time of purchase.

In addition to the foregoing, purchasers grant KA a security interest in any items purchased 
by them, to secure any outstanding indebtedness to KA (whether from purchase of the items themselves or ather items), and 
agree to execute such documents as KA may deem needed to evidence this security interest. Purchasers agree that KA may 
exercise all the rights of a secured party, including the right to re-sell the collateral item(s) and apply the proceeds to purchaser's 
debt and to reimbursing KA for costs related to the resale. Bitcoin purchases are accepted. There will be a 1% processing fee 
added to the full amount (hammer + buyer's premium) of the purchase. 


12. Limited Return Privilege. Items may not be returned for any reason if they have been certified by a third party 
certification service, if the purchaser is a dealer or has presented KA with a valid resale certificate, or if the purchaser viewed 
the item prior to the purchase.

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COLLECTING COLONIAL CURRENCY 


There are few areas of American numismatics that can compare with the historical importance and economic 
impact as Colonial Paper Currency. Although as a series, these notes have been overshadowed by their coinage 
counterparts, they nonetheless are as important, in relating our nation’s earliest periods, and in securing its actual 
survival as an independent nation. Without the emissions of Colonial notes during the Revolutionary War, our 
fledging nation could not have paid its troops or provisions, and the “Great Experiment” of an independent 
government would surely have failed. 


The first Colonial Issues — the 1690 Massachusetts Bills of Credit issued to pay for a failed military excursion — 
were in fact the first official bank notes in the Western World. Only Russia and China had printed official 
notes earlier. The utility of paper currency was soon recognized and despite fears of inflation, thousands of notes 
were printed by the Continental Congress, by every colony and Georgia. During the Revolutionary War, the 
printing of such notes was rampant. Without any precious metal backing, they quickly inflated until they were 
worth more as leggings to protect the troops during their winter campaigns than as money. Eventually, goods of 
little value were disdained as, “not worth a Continental”. Spanning almost a century they secured the survival 
of our fledging individual colonies, and the financing which ultimately paid for the successful emergence of our 
independent nation. 


Despite their abundance in the 18th Century, most of these notes have been lost through redemption, heavy 
commercial use, and damage over time. Fortuitously a few insightful 19th century numismatists collected and 
accumulated these notes so today’s numismatists can appreciate and enjoy them. From about 1910 until the 
1950's one such collector, F.C.C. Boyd, amassed the largest collection of Colonial Currency ever formed. His 
collection was eventually purchased by John J. Ford. 


This series illustrates the colonies’ transitioning from the English pound sterling denominations to the new 
distinctly American decimal system. Artistically Colonial currency provides collectors with a variety of images 
including iconic designs by printer, inventor and statesman, Benjamin Franklin, such as the sundial with the 
admonition “Fugio” meaning in Latin “I Fly" referring to Time. Or silversmith, engraver, patriot, and printer Paul 
Revere’s “Sword in Hand” depiction of a colonial era man holding a sword in one hand and a copy of the Magna 
Carta in the other. The motto above him reads “IN DEFENSE OF AMERICAN LIBERTY” and below in Latin is a 
phrase translated as, “by arms he seeks tranquility under freedom.” 


Just 15 notes would complete a full colony set including Georgia and a Continental Currency specimen. Yet to 
complete a variety set of any of the Colonies is a significant challenge. Luckily these two sales will help in that 
endeavor with several notes being unique or virtually so. 


As a series, Colonial Currency is one of the least expensive to acquire based on their relative rarity. Unlike even 
their coinage counterparts, few notes prior to 1760 survive in uncirculated condition. Finest known notes are 
often VF-XF in grade, having been extensively used in commerce. This situation has undoubtedly inhibited the 
significat kind of price appreciation that has occurred in coins and other series where “Gem Uncs” turn up 
regularly for sale. Instead, few great Colonial rarities command more than mid-five figures regardless of their 
rarity. As a result, these notes are a numismatic bargain and a terrific opportunity to awn a true piece of history 
in your hand.

It was considered a New Haven piece by the 
late Ford, and was traceable to citizen Shipman at that place. The premier cataloger of the Ford sales, Bruce Haagen, did untold 
hours of research in his preparation for the landmark sales. He uncovered that Shipman was a well-known merchant in New Haven, 
and at one point, that he held a 12.5% partnership in the company for coining Connecticut Coppers. In 1786, he sold his shares 
in the coppers coining venture to James Jarvis of Fugio Coppers renown, and by 1792, Shipman was one of three incorporators of 
the New Haven bank, serving as director of the bank twice, once in 1795, and again in 1806. He was even a political appointee 
of president Thomas Jefferson. Indeed, there is even more to be discovered about Shipman in the Ford sales catalog cited below. 
In this sale filled with great rarities, the present lot, first in the sale, can readily hold its own in both the rarity and desirability 
categories. It is destined to be a showpiece in a cabinet of early notes, no matter the depth of the surrounding collection

Pence" note is probably a concoction of Nicholas Mead and his sons, who were known to counterfeit or “raise” these notes during 
the era. As a result, and for fiscal security reasons, on April 25, 1721 the New Hampshire Assembly ordered all Fifteen Pence and 
Fifteen Shillings notes recalled and burned, “Obviously, this recall explains the great, great rarity of these today," wrote the Ford 
cataloger. The back is intact with all its flaws, just as offered in Ford; the PCGS qualifiers actually confirm this. Boyd's penciled 
“tyxy" remains unscathed and untouched, as do the original backing strips. Here is one of the earliest New Hampshire notes 
anyone is apt to see anytime soon outside of this auction, and it should prove to be one of the highlights of the current offering.

Appointed King’s Attorney for Virginia in 1748, he 
also served in the House of Burgesses from that year until his death. In 1766, Randolph resigned his King’s Attorney appointment, 
serving from that point on as Speaker of the House until the Revolution. In the decade prior to his resignation, Randolph was 
oftentimes at loggerheads with the Governor, inching the young Randolph ever closer to a Patriot's way of thinking with every 
confrontation. He was a member of the Continental Congress, serving as its President in 1774 and again in 1775, the year 
of his passing.
